Mr. Smith stat- 
ed that the Company would do the 
core drilling for gas at their own ex- 
pense, but would look to the City for 
franchise should a large supply of 
Zas be obtained.

SALES*TAX RAISES TO BOOST 
REVENUE BY MANY MILLIONS 


Ottawa, April 7.—Effective Thurs- 
day the sales tax goes up two\ per 
cent. The jump from four to six 
per cent, announced in Wednesday’s 
budget, will, it is anticipated, yield a 
very considerable increase n revenue 
by the end of the year. 

E. N. Rhodes, minister of finance, 
did not give to the house a separate 
estimate of the amount expected 
from this productive tax, but by the 
end of the present fiscal year, it will 
be an important factor in helping to 
balance the budget. 

Last year the government jumped 
the sales tax from one to four per 
cent. The increase was announced 
by Premier Bennett when he deliver- 
ed the budget speech on June 1. It 
became effective immediately. In the 
preceding year, the tax had been re- 
duced from two to one per cent. 

The increase in the sales tax 
year accounted for an addition to 
the revenue of approximately 
$20,000,000 as compared with the 
previous year. Sales tax yielded 
$41,271,000 in comparison with col- 
lections amounting to $20,784,000 in 
the preceding fiscal year when the 
tax was one per cent. 

At that, howeer, 
were not as great as they would 
have been had the tax gone into 
effect at the opening of the fiscal 
year. Two months had gone by 
before the increase became _ effec- 
tive, and the result was a lower 
return than would otherwise have 
been secured. : 

This’ time, the maximum amount 
will be obtained. The increase be 
comes effective Thursday and no 
time will be lost in gathering in the 
revenue resulting from the increased 
schedule. 

The sales tax has produced con- 
siderable amounts for. several years. 
The minister. quoted ‘figures which 
showed that it produced: $72,100,000 
in the fiscal year 1927-28" "$63, 646,000 
in 1928- 29; $44,859,000 in 1929-30; 
$20,784,000 in 1930-81; and $41,271 ,000 
in the fiscal’ year just closed. Under 
the previous administration the tax 
Was gardually whittled down to one 
per cent but business conditions kept 
the return up fairly high. Collections 
in 1930-31 were the lowest during. the 
past five years.

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FATAL ACCIDENT TAKES 
PLACE AT LOCAL HOSPITAL 


A fatal accident occurred at the 
Wetaskiwin hospital Thursday morn- 
ing when Victor Tuloakus, a delirous 
patient, jumped out of bed,. rushed 
past an attendant, ran down the 
hallway onto the balcony and leaped 
to the cement sidewalk, a distance of 
‘bout 20 feet, killing himself instant- 
ly. 

Deceased, who-was one of the 
prosperous farmers in the Finnish 
settlement west of Wetaskiwin, had 
undergone an operation for appen- 
dicitis on Saturday and since that 
time had been delirious at times, 
and was under the care of a male 
attendant as well as the nurse. He 
Was aged 52 years and leaves a wife 
and grown up family of five 
daughters and one son. 

An inquest was held Thursday 
afternoon, conducted by .Dr. A. S&S. 
McColgan and Constable Crouch. 
The jury, after viewing the remains 
and hearing the evidence of several 


witnesses, brought in the following 
verdict: 
“That Victor Tuloakus came to 


his death at 1:45 
by throwing himself over the bal- 
cony on the second floor of the 
Wetaskiwin hospital while tempor- 
arily insane, and that no blame can 
be attached to any person.”

LARGE ALBERTA GRAIN 
CROP IS EXPECTED 


Edmonton, April 11. — Optimism 
for 1932 crops in Alberta is shown in 
the first crop report of the season is- 
sued by the Alberta department of 
agriculture Saturday, which shows 
that conditions are more favorable 
than for muny years. 

Particularly good conditions prevail 
throughout Northern and Central Al- 
berta the report shows, with excellent 
moisture supply forecasting a good 
harvest. 

Uver a considerable portion of the 
province, chiefly in the central and 
northern regions, there appears to 
be an excellent supply of moisture, 
says the report, making the soil 
conditions ideal fo spring opera- 
tions. In the Peace River district 
and other parts of the north and in 
some districts east and west of Ed- 
monton, snow is. still upon the 
ground in considerable quantities. 
In such districts it will be from 
ten days to two weeks before work 
on the land can become general. 

In the southeastern’ section of 
the province, which has_ suffered 
persistently from drought  condi- 
tions, continued dryness is_ report- 
ed, with practically no reserve mois- 
ture. This is the only district to 
report extremely unfavorable  con- 
ditions, the other districts for the 
in good shape in 
every respect, with a few small 
areas reporting lack of reserve 
moisture, but not sufficient to pre- 
vent germination. In the areas 
along the western border of the 
province, conditions are reported 
paticularly good.

H. J. Montgomery, M.L.A., in 'speak- 
ing of what took place at the recent 
session of the Legislature, stated 
that the session was the most strenu- 
ous ever held, as it occupied over 
nine weeks and over séventy-five sep- 
arate and distinct acts were passed, 
and several were withdrawn. Among 
the matters dealt wilh were the un- 
employment, financial, debtor and 
creditor, Turner Valley gas, tele- 
phones and the irrigation problems. 
The transfer of the Provincial Police 
force and the Act providing for new 
taxation also took up considerable 
time at the House. The Old Age 
Pension and the Workmen's Compen- 
sation Board agreements were also 
amended. The members of all parties 
showed a deep interest at all times, 
and apparently did their best to serve 
the best interests of the Province. 
There were thirty private members 
resolutions, the most ever presented 
and about thirty divisions were taken. 
Mr. Montgomery referred to the work 
of the Committee on Agiculture, com- 
posed of all the members of. the 
House, which was the heaviest of any 
committee, as it dealt with many 
phases of agriculture and livestock in 
the province. He also spoke of the 
action taken on the unemployment 
relief question and the beer petition, 
which was stood over until next 
year, as there was some doubt about 
it coming under direct legislation act. 
He also queted figures showing the 
loss in the telephone system, both in 
subscribers and revenue, but the de- 
partment ‘declined to reduce the 
rates. He also referred to the fin- 
ances of the povince, and stated that 
the total debt was $135,000,000, and 
that the annual interest was now 
$850,000. 

Before the meeting adjourned, W. H. 
Odell, president, thanked Mr. Mont- 
gomery for his very interesting ad- 
dress.

Edmonton, April 9.—With the bat- 
tle of the second session of the 
seventh Alberta legislature ended and 
the smoke cleared away, it is possible 
to sit back and survey the result and 
count the casualties. 


And what q battle it has been! 


When the government forces gath- 
ered on February 4, they did so with 
the expectancy that there was going 
to be another political walk over in 
a very brief session. But the echoes 
of the royal salute had scarcely died 
away before it became evident that 
they had another think coming. 

The Liberal forces had come girded 
at the loins and armed to the teeth 
so to speak. They were not slow in 
letting the whole house know that 
they were out to wage war from start 
to finish. And they have lived up to 
their promise. They have been 
one real opposition the government 
has had to face. They have let noth- 
ing slip by without challenge. There 
has been no halting of their criticism 
and the “cease fire’’ order was never 
given by their leader, George H. 
Webster, once durinig the whole ses- 
sion. 

Tactics applied by the’ treasury 
benches to spike the Liberal guns 
proved unavailing, and the fight con- 
tinued to the bitter end. : 

Sometimes the Grits were reinforc- 
ed by the Conservatives, sometimes 
by the Independents, and now and 
again the Laborites joined hands with 
them, but always it was the Liberals 
that initiated the man attack. 

The U.F.A. forces were consider- 
ably hampered by the fact that out- 
side of Premier Brownlee, the treas- 
ury benches are not particularly 
strong in debating power. As a re- 
sult the Premier had to be continu-

cord as favoring still further extens- 
ive reduction-in expenditures. 

The Income Tax Bill had‘ a rocky 
road to travel from the date of its 


introduction until its final passing. | 
Here again tht numerical strength of 
the govenment was the only thing to 
to save it from defeat. 

It was one of the constant com- 
plaints during the session that the 
government was too reticent in the 
matter of supplying information about 
which the public was concerned, par- 
ticularly so in the matter of borrow- 
ings and guarantees. 

And now that it is all over there is 
a feeling abroad that whenever the 
next provincial election takes place 
the U.F.A. will have a tremendous 
fight on its hands. 

During the last few days of the ses- 
sion there have been unmistakable 
signs of dissatisfaction among cer- 
tain back bencners. How far this dis- 
satisfaction has spread it is, of course, 
impossible to judge. But in some 
circles it is regarded as serious and 
it is said that the party could hardly 
hope to carry the province if there 
were an appeal to the people at an 
early date. 

It is easy to understand why so 
much interest is being displayed in 
the forthcoming convention of the 
Liberal party in Edmonton in June. It 
is believed that they fully intend to 
gio into the next provincial fight with 
all the strength they have available. 
They feel confident that the govern- 
ment is completely on the defensive 
and is having the greatest difficulty 
in keeping its forces in order. 

Certain it is that at the forthcom- 
ing Liberal convention q new and vig- 
orous policy will be laid down and 
that the most. able of the Liberal stal- 
warts will be chosen to lead them to

The Liberals were determined 
to show the administration that these 
could have been pared down to a

necessary to impose any additional 
taxation. Indeed, they came to the 
house fully determined to do all that 
was humanly possible to prevent any 
such imposition. 

They failed only because of the 
numerical strength of the govern- 
ment. Practically every item of any 
size and ‘scores of smalle amounts 
were challenged and the gf vernment 
was forced to explain them and to de 
fend their inclusion at great length 
and often with great difficulty. 

Never has there been such a search- 
ing inquisition into pubic expendi- 
tures as that staged by the Liberals. 
George H. Webster, their leader, and 
H. J. Montgomery, Wetaskiwin, were 
constantly on the qui vive and deliv- 
ered smashing blows repeatedly along 
these lines. 

But in every case suggestions for 
further economy were voted down. 
The government refused absolutely to 
do any more paring, albeit the prem- 
ier admitted that during the year it 
might be possible to make some furth- 
er revisions. 


Naturally, that did not suit the 
Liberal idea. Mr. Webster demanded 
that such revison be done right 


away, but again his suggestion was 
voted down. 

Government refusal to cut down the 
estimates recoiled on its own head, 
however, because it enabled the Lib- 
erals once more to return to the at- 
tack when the supply bill came up 
for second reading. Then the admin- 
istration got a real surprise when Mr. 
Howson moved to have them referred 
back to the committee of supply. 

Although this motion was declared 
out of order without debate this did 
not prevent Mr. Howson from getting 
in one of his slashing attacks on the 
government. It created quite a stir in 
parliamentary circles. Had it not 
been ruled out of order it might have 
precipitated a debate that would 
have prolonged the session consider- 
ably. 

However, it did serve the purpose 


One is George H. Webster,

In conclusion it may be said that 
the session just closed has been the 
most strenuous for years, not because 
of the great amount of legislation that 
has ‘been accomplished, but because 
of the continuous fighting that has 
iyen done Seemingly tordinary rebio- 
Iytions have brought  engthy and 
spirited debates, in which the Grits 
were always the leading factors. 
Quetsions have been constantly hurl- 
ed at the govenment by the Liberals, 
and evening sessions have been con- 
stant almost from the start. .

Garden Peas 

The old idea which regarded Gar- 
den Peas as rather a tender vege- 
table has been pretty well exploded. 
More and more, the expert is com- 
ing to believe that the earlier these 
things are sown, within reason, the 
larger the crop. Certainly, farmers 
growing peas for the canning fac- 


tory, 

tory is very particular to get 
crops and high quality, sow just 
about as soon as the spring grain 


goes in. The average gardener would 
be well advised to make one fair- 
sized planting of garden peas just as 
early as the ground can be worked in 
the spring, and the main planting 
about a week later. In place of ad- 
ditional sowings for a continuance of 
the crop, it is better to depend on the 
use of early, medium and late vari- 
eties. In recent years, too, the tall- 
er sorts of peas are coming into 
greater favor. These may be grown 
without any support, though string or 
brush will help. They give just as 
large crops as the old American Won- 
der type, and they are sweeter and, 
because of their large size, much 
easily picked and shelled. Garden 
peas give best results in an open rich 
soil and require frequent early culti- 
vation. They also benefit from an ap- 
Plication of good fertilizar. If a 
commercial brand of the latter is to 
be used, care should be taken that 
the chemical does not actually touch 
the seed, but must be placed within 
an inch or s0 of it.

Steep pieces of ground can be turn- 
ed into the most beautiful parts of the 
garden by the judicious use of old 
weather-beaten stones 
plants.

It is most import- 
ant to secure seeds and plants suit- 
able to Canadian conditions and it is 
also advisable to get special litera- 
ture on the subject or visit a neigih- 
boring rock garden, before attempt- 
ing too elaborate a lay-out. 
Equipment 

While very limited and inexpensive 
equipment is necessary for very fair 
results in gardening there is a great 
deal more satisfaction where a lit- 
tle care is used in the selection of 
the tools required. For the small 
place, where all the work will be 
done by hand, the only things needed 
are a spade, rake, a narrow hoe, and 
possibly a digging fork, qg hand culti- 
vator and some stakes and _ twine. 
One will find one of the chief hand- 
drawn cultivators with five removable 
teeth almost invaluable in stirring up 
the soil between the rows. A fully 
planted piece of ground 60 feet by 100 
feet can be gone over in about an 
hour with such an implement. Where 
the garden is larger, one or two spec- 
jal hoes may be required, and these 
should be of varying size to suit dif- 
ferent operations. The sharp Dutch 
hoe, which is pushed rather than 
pulled, will save a lot’ of time where 
weeds are troublesome. In the gar- 
den of half an acre of more, one of 
the small tractors may well be con- 
sidered. These are moderate in cost

a horse—plowing, cultivating and 
weeding. They are usually built so 
that they will handle two rows at a 
time, and are guided by a man walk- 
ing in the rear, holding two handles. 
Of course in a garden of this size, one 
may also use a horse to considerable 
advantage. In the small place, rows 
are only wide enough for the proper 
growth of the vegetables concerned, 
but when a horse or atractor are 
used, thirty inches-is about the min- 
imum space between rows. 
Hotbed Notes 

Seedling flowers and vegetables in 
the hotbed, or in flats in a sunny win- 
dow, will be requiring some atten- 
tin. After the second set of leaves 
has developed ,these things should be 
thinned out, so that they have at 
least half an inch space each way. 
The soil between should be stirred a 
little, and, of course, regulary wat- 
ered. On warm days, expose by lift- 
ing the window a few inches: gradual- 
ly extending the process in height 
and time as the season advances. 
When the plants are a couple of inch- 
es high, it is well to transplant once 
into colder quarters where they 
should remain g couple of weeks, at 
least, before being put outside. Any 
space left in the hotbed may be plant- 
ed with radish, cress, lettuce, and 
others short seasoned crops, and har- 
vested directly from there.

Dear Sir: 
CANADA'S TROUBLES 
WITH OVERSEAS TRADE, 
AND THE REMEDY 

As a twenty-dollar suit of clothes 
weighs only a few pounds, it can be 
sent thousands of miles for a few 
cents if in bulk with other dry goods. 
This is typical of the comparatively 
small cost of transporting factory 
goods and, therefore, British manu- 
facturers favor overseas trade. 

But, with farm crops, the case is 
very different. The farm crops of 
British ‘Columbia are mostly vege- 
tables, fruit and salads. A dollar sack 
of potatoes weighs a hundred pounds 
and as its freight to Europe wduld be 
several dollars, British Columbia po- 
tatoes cannot be sold in Europe, nor 
can other B.C. vegetables, owing to 
cost of transportation. Perishability, 
too, prevents British Columbian small 
fruits and salads from being sold 
overseas. Some B.C. apples have been 
sold in Europe, but the returns are 
not good. With these conditions, 
there is much distress among British 
Columbian farmers. Many farmers, 
to my knowledge, have been ruined 
and starved off tlie land by having no 
sale for ‘their crops overseas and no 
local markets. 

Farmers on the Canadian prairies 
have similar troubles. Prairie pro- 


ducts are mostly grain and cattle. A 


dollar’s worth of wheat, at present 
yates, weighs about eighty pounds 
and cost of transporting Canadian 
wheat to Europe usually raises the 
price above that of wheat grown in 
Europe. Such is the case, too, with 
cattle and other prairie E.oduce. For 
this reason, Canadian prairie crops, 
as a rule, cannot be sold in Europe in 
competition with such goods produced 
in Europe. Thts is proved by many 
years of poor results for prairie farm- 
ers with overseas trade. 

Thus, with the farm crops of Brit- 
ish Columbia and the Canadian prair- 
fes, overseas trade with Europe is 
unprofitable through costs and 
troubles due to long distance. As 
western farmers cannot sell their 
crops: by overseas trade, they cannot 
buy the factory goods sent to western 
Canada from England. That hinders 
production of such goods in England 
and causes unemployment and pover- 
ty there by depression in trade. 
These troubles are because western 
farmers cannot sell their crops by 
overseas trade. 

What should be done? How could 
western farmers sell their crops? As 
their trouble is long distance to mar- 
ket, they need short distance to mar- 
ket, like that of European farmers 
who sell their crops at towns near 
their farms. Farmers in western Can- 
ada could easily sell their crops if 
factory people were working in towns 
in western Canada among the farms. 
The factory people could buy the 
farm crops and the farmers could buy 
the factory goods. 

That plan should be siontea: The 
Canadian government should induce 
manufacturers to put factory towns 
in western Canada among the farms. 
The present troubles are because the 
Canadian govenment did not do that 
years ago. When giving free home- 
steads to farmers in Western Canada, 
the government should also have giv- 
en free factory sites to manufactur- 
ers to put factory towns among the 
farms like the market towns of Hur- 
ope. As that was not done then, it 
should be done now. 

In colonization, firee land should 
be given not only to farmers but also 
to manufacturers, because colonial 
farmers cannot sell their crops with- 
out factories and market towns

without local mark- 
ets. Overseas trade with farm crops 
is a poverty-making delusion which is 


among their

ruining the farmers. As the farmers 
cannot sell their crops by overseas 
trade, market towns should be put in 
western Canada by immigration of 
many factory people from TEurope. 
The factory people must be there to 
buy the farm crops to enable the far- 
mers to buy the factory goods. Can- 
adian markets for Canadian crops. 

Canadg is said to have spent thirty 
million dollars last year on relief 
work. Allowing thirty thousand dol- 
lars as capital for a factory, thirty 
million dollars would establish one 
thousand new factories. That would 
be much better use of the money as 
those factories would give regular 
employment to thousands of men and 
would be good local markets for farm 
crops. 

The = establishment of factory 
towns in western ‘Canada to be mar- 
kets for farm crops while supplying 
factory goods is the remedy for the 
depression in trade and the means of 
prosperity in the future. It is “pros- 
perity round the corner.” It is money 
in your pockets and a balance at the 
bank. Try it and then say “Thank 
God for better business. We should 
have done this years ago.”

SUITABLE VARIETIES OF 
WHEAT SHOULD BE SOWN 


The test of a suitable variety is 
the success with which it can be 
grown under a given set of conditions 
and different localities vary to some 
extent in the type of crop and the 
variety of that crop which can be 
satisfactorily grown. The inherited 
ability of the varieties and the fav- 
orable conditions for growth are fac- 
tors which largely determine 
and quality and to take advantage 
of these factors it is very necessary 
that good seed of the chosen variety 
be used. Yield per acre, time of ripen- 
ing and quality as determined by mar- 
ket requirements are the most im- 
portant considerations in selecting a 
variety for any part of the province. 
Other characters of importance are 
length and strength of straw and re- 
sistance to such diseases as the dif- 
ferent types of rust and smut. 

It is a recognized fact that if the 
standard of Canadian wheat on world 
markets is to be maintained, the var- 
ieties exported must meet the de- 
mands of the millers. The Canadian 
Wheat Pool is authority for the state- 
ment that the Canadian farmer in one 
year asked the Pool to sell for him no 
less than 450 different and separate 
srades of wheat, and that there are 
several varieties of wheat being 
grown in Canada Which British and 
European millers will not buy at all. 

It is imperative, therefore, that if 
our wheat is to maintain the prem- 
ier position on the markets of the 
world, Canadian farmers must pro- 


;duce only standard varieties, posses- 


sing recognized baking and milling 
properties. 

Marquis—Marquis is of outstanding 
importance among the varieties at 
present being grown in Alberta. It is 
the standard of quality. It ripens 
without damage from frost in many 
of the wheat -growing areas,.of the 
province; it is a high yielder, has 
straw of fair quality, and does not 
shatter readily. The desirable qual- 
ities of Marquis are so outstanding 
that, where it matures, it should not 
be cast aside for another variety un- 
til the superior value of the newer 
kind has been fully proven. 

Garnet—Garnet is a variety intro- 
duced by the Dominion Experimental 
Farms and is suited to. districts where 
Marquis is subject to frost damdge 
in the fall. In milling and baking 
qualities it appears to be slightly. in- 
ferior to Marquis; it. shatters more 
easily, but'is ready for cutting a few 
days earlier. It is-not generally re- 
commended for, districts where Mar 
quis, Reward or Red Bobs can jpe'de- 
pended upon. 

Reward—This variety was also in- 
troduced by the Dominion  Experi- 
mental Farms, and is suited to ap- 
proximately the same areas as Garn- 
et. In milling and baking qualities it

is superior to’ Garnet and equal t o 
Marquis. In some places it has been 
reported as a slightly lower yieldor. 
This variety also is not recommend- 
ed for districts where Marquis can be 
depended upon. 

{Red Bobs — Several selections of 
this variety are now available under 
the names of Red Bobs 222, Early 
Triumph and Supreme. They are a 
few days earlier than Marquis and 
of wood quality, but scarcely as good 
in appearance. They are not recom- 
mended for districts where Marquis 
matures satisfaccorily, but have giv- 
en excellent results in some districts 


Renfrew—This variety, which was 
introduced by the University of Al- 
berta, has been well tried out at all 
the Experimental Stations in the pro 
vince, and on many farms in the east 
and south. In milling and baking 
qualities it is practically the same as 
Marquis; it has qa longer and stronger 
straw; in average yield it slightly ex- 
ceeds Marquis, but it requires about 
five days longer to ripen. Where the 
season is long enough and a long 
straw is desired, Renfrew is a valu- 
able variety. 

A large number of ‘other varieties 
are being grown that are not recom- 
mended. They all lack some of the 
important characters which should 
be present in desirable wheats for 
this province, or they have not been 
sufficiently tested to prove their 
true value.

INCOME, SALES TAX HIGHER 
UNDER TERMS OF NEW BUDGET 


Ottawa, April 6—To balance the 
budget by increasing the revenue 
$55,000,000 E. N. Rhodes, minister of 
finance, in his budget speech in the 
house of commons Wednesday after- 
noon, ‘announced the following tax 
changes: 

Sales tax increased from four per 
cent to six per cent. A limited num- 
ber of articles, not primary products, 
now exempt, are made subject to the 
sales tax. The sales tax changes are 
effective April 7. ' 

Excise tax on all ‘goods “imported 
into Canada increased bytwo- per 
cent. New rate thrée per cent. 

The personal exemption in income 
taxes is reduced, for those with de- 
pendents, from $3,000 to $2,400, and 
those without dependents, from 
$1,500 to $2,000. 

‘The 20 per cent reduction now al- 
; lowed from tax payable under estab- 
lished schedule of rates is discontin- 
ued. 

In addition a five per cent sur- 
charge on the amount of tax  pay- 
able is to be imposed on all tax- 
payers, personal and corporate, with 
net income in excess of $5,000) ‘The 
corporate rate is increased t6'/11 per 
cent. Provisions relating to family 
corporations will be repealed. ' 

Income tax changes:‘will apply ‘on 
the 1931 income. 

The tax of one per cent on ‘pre- 
miums_ received by insurance com- 
panies, except life, marine and cer- 
tain forms of mutual fire com- 
panies, is re-imposed. Britsh-: and 
foreign companies, maintaining die 
posits with the dominion, will also 
pay this tax. Tax of 15 per cent is 
imposed on gross premiums paid. to 
other insurers. 

On checks, money orders over $5 
and on promissory notes, bills of 
exchange, etc., the rate is increased 
from two cents to tiree cents on 
amounts up to $100 ‘and six cents 
over $100. 

A five cent tax is placed on tele- 
grams, cables and radio messages 
and long distance telephone ealls. 

On railway sieeping car berths, the 
tax will be 10 per cent with a mini- 


mum of 25 cents and 10 cents’ on 
chair car tickets. These special 
taxes on checks, tickets and mes- 


sages will become effective May 2. 
In view of the near approach 
the imperial conference, the min- 
ister stated, no change is made in 
customs tariff, except on one item 
relating to extension to March 31, 
1933, of special rates: on repair parts 

for farm implements,

PREVENTION 


We find a surprisingly large num- 
ber of accidents which lead to suffer- 
ing, permanent disability and not a 
few deaths. It is obvious, therefore 


that it is most desirable to prevent} happens. 
accidents and to take reasonable pre- our 


cautions with that object in view. 
Sickness might, in many cases, be 


“classed as an accident, for in its-.oc- 


currence, there is the element of 
chance in contact with disease germs, 
but in this article, we use the term 
“accident” to describe unexpected 
and unforeseen injuries to the body. 


We give the name accident to many 


injuries which really should not be|inv disease and to living a hygienic 


thus called because they are the re- 
sult of carelessness and could be 
foreseen. If we run in front of a 
motor-car, the injury which likely 
follows could have been foreseen, and 
so is the result of our carelessness or 
thoughtlessness. Such an injury 
should not really be called an acci- 
dent, but we generally use the term 
to describe all injuries whether or 
not they are the result of our own 
lack of care. 


This point is stressed because if 
you think of all the accidents of 
which you have heard, you will find 
that most of them would not have oc- 
eutred if reasonable care had been 
taken. It is because we take so many 
chances that so many accidents hap- 
pen. 

Accidents do not all occur away 
from home; a very large percentage 
of them happen right in our homes. 
We stand on and reach from a chair 
instead of using a step-ladder. The 
rug is torn and we negiject to mend it 
until] someone trips and has a_ fall. 
We fail to remove snow or to cover 
it with sand, and someone slips on 
the icy steps. We leave poisons on 
the same shelf with bottles contain- 
ing harmless substances. The elec 
tric fixture becomes loose and is al- 
lowed to remain so. 

It is just because we are careless 
in regard to these and other similar 
things that people take poison un-

WHEAT POOL MEMBERS 
GET 10¢c PAYMENT 


Cheques were mailed Friday to all 
members of the Alberta Wheat Pool, 
representing an interim payment of 
ten cents a bushel on all grades of 
wheat delivered to the 1931-32 pool.

EDMONTON MAN INVENTS 
SHFETY AUTOMOBILE LIGHT 


A new invention which ig 
to prove one of the most valuabie 
safety devices for automobiles and 
other motor vehicles driven after 
night-fall has been perfected by an 
Edmonton man, T. G. Stobo. 'The de- 
vice is a “pass light” which in tests 

made recently on highways out of the 
city, proved to be completely succéss- 
ful. A patent has been applied for in 
preparation for putting the device on 
the market. 

The pass light fits on the top left 
Side of the vehicle and throws a 
light over the whole side of the car, 
showing its position exactly to an 
approaching motorist. It also casts 
its beams completely across the 
roadway, illuminating the portion of 
it free for passage as well as the 
position of the ditch at the far side. 

Two cars, passing on a_ road in 
the dark, if equipped with the new 
light may pass each other in per- 
fect safety, their positions as clear 
to the drivers as in broad daylight. 
The light does not increase the dif- 
ficulties caused by glare, but in 
actual tests it has been found to 
diminish the glare of approaching 
automobile lights.
